A representative of the 
Engineering Department 
indicated that his Department 
would like to put a back lane 
in this block and has polled 
all the residents to see if 
they would dedicate the 
required property, and to 
date, only three have agreed 
to this dedication. Mr. 
West agreed to meet with Mr. 
Siegel to further discuss 
this matter. 

Also queried the installation 
of a median on this roadway. 

Was concerned that during 
the construction of the 
pavement, he would have no 
place to park his car. 

Mr. West of the Engineering 
Department advised that during 
construction provision is made 
for parking access for 
residents. Mr. West also 
undertook to supply Mr. 
Pierce with lists re lane 
dedication. 

Expressed concern about the 
hazard of speeding cars. 

Stated he was opposed to the 
project because of increased 
traffic. 

Objected to this project. He 
indicated that two other 
property owners had expressed 
their objection but due to 
the location of their head 
offices in another City, they 
have not met the legal requi- 
rements re objections. 

Objected to the project as he 
felt there should be no 
boulevard on the curb. 

Mr. West of the Engineering 
Department stated that if 
a boulevard area would be 
18 inches or less, his 
Department would put in 
concrete if possible. 

Expressed concern about trees 
adjacent to his property and 
stated he was opposed to the 
project. He questioned the 
City's intentions with respect 
to future widening of this 
roadway .

Asked for clarification on 
the project and queried why 
corner lots have to pay for 
both the fronting and 
flanking sides of the street. 

A representative of the 
Engineering Department 
advised that corner lots do 
have to pay on two streets 
but on the longest portion 
only pay 25%. 

Questioned if the City is 
offering for sale houses 
which were required for future 
road widening. 

A representative of the 
Engineering Department stated 
that the City-owned lots are 
held in either the Property 
Endowment or Land Purchase 
Funds and he would find it 
difficult to understand why 
the City is selling as it is 
the City 1 s intent to proceed 
with widening of this road 
when all the properties have 
been acquired. 

Stated his firm does not feel 
that this lane needs to be 
paved. 

Questioned the status of this 
project. He was advised that 
it had been defeated. 

Spoke in favour of this 
project proceeding. 

Stated he was opposed and 
that he was also speaking on 
behalf of Mrs. McNee, his 
neighbour. They are the 
only two property owners on 
the south side of the block 
in question and therefore 
this project would impose a 
heavy financial burden. 

Mrs. P. McNee also voiced her 
opposition to the project 
because of the cost. 

Questioned the number of speed 
bumps to be installed in this 
lane and their location. 

The Mayor suggested that Mr. 
Peters contact Mr. West of 
the Engineering Department to 
discuss location and number of 
speed bumps in this lane.

These projects are the 1978 part of a two-year program for paving streets in the 
Mount Pleasant area under the Neighbourhood Improvement Program, approved by 
Council on February 18, 1977. 

Cost sharing of the recommended $65 753 N.I. P. expenditure will conform to the 
standard N.I. P. utilities formula, as follows:

(c) $65 753 be appropriated from Mt. Pleasant N.I. P. funds - Services and 
Utilities (896/9217) and $33 257 from 1978 Supplementary Capital, for the 
N.I. P. projects (schedule 446, Items 61 to 65 and 67 to 72) 

(d) the funds previously budgeted for Rupert 15th to 23rd (defeated in 1977) 
and part of the funds previously budgeted for West 4th Avenue (deferred) 
be reallocated to the Cambridge and Rupert Street projects (schedule 446, 
Items 2 and 5) 

(e) $4 130 be appropriated from Unallocated L.I. P. Credits for the Hastings 
Street sidewalk (schedule 446, Item 73) 

(f) Items totalling $175 535 related to works in Schedules 446 and 447 be 
approved in anticipation of the 1978 Street Basic Capital Budget. 

The City Manager RECOMMENDS that the above recommendations of the City Engineer 
be approved."
